GERMAN PROPAGANDA

Washington, December 19.— 
Jerman propaganda aimed at the 
United States and conducted by a 
Professor Brinckmann at The 
Hague still is at work, the state 
department was informed today 
in a dispatch from The Nether- 


lands capital.

Officials here assumed that the 
information was sent from The 
Hague to explain the spreading 
of reports that the United States 
and her allies are not in agree- 
ment over certain issues to be 
dealt with at the peace confer- 
ence. ~* 

The reports to the department 
said Professor Brinckmann is 
being liberally supplied with 
money, and that a vicious anti- 
American document is being cir- 
culated by the Brinckmann bu- 


reau. 


Washington, December 19—Propa- 
ganda machinery set uD by the Ger- 
man government in Berlin and 
throughout the world to spread Ger- 
manic ideas, and the methods of fi- 
nancing this in the United States, 
were described today to the senate 
investigating committee by Alfred 
L. Recker, deputy attorney general 
of New York. The witness also told 
of his investigation, for the French 
governinent, of the success of Bolo 
Pasha. executed as a French traitor, 
in getting $1,683,000 of German 
money in this country for purchase 
of the Paris Journal, but added that 
since apparently the Paris Journal 
cid not change its attitude of loy- 
alty toward France, the transaction 
wes a “pure swindle” of the Ger- 
man government. 

Mr. Becker read documents gath- 
ered partly by the British secret 
service showing that the German 
foreign office and other government 
departments at Berlin maintained 
elaborate systems both before and 
after the European war began to in- 
fluence thought all over the world, 
working mainly through the press. 
Branches of German banks and com- 
mercial houses co-operated in a vast 
cohesive organization to promote 
friendly relations toward Germany. 
Journalists, college professors, bank- 
ers, business men and commercial 
consular attaches—many of them 
being citizens of the country in 
which they worked—were employed, 
Mr. Becker said. Usually the propa- 
ganda was insidious, with an at- 
tempt to conceal its real nature or 
purpose. 

Started as Early as 1909. 

As early as 1909, said Mr. Becker, 
George Von Skal, a former German 
reserve officer and later auditor of 
accounts of New York City, was 
told on a visit to Berlin by a repre- 
sentative of the foreign office's 
press bureau, that he would be val- 
uable in case of a future war to 
keep in touch with the press in the 
United States, There was no evi- 
dence, however, that he acted in 
this capacity after the United States 
entered the war, the witness said. 

The German government in May, 
1914, three months before the war 
opened, tried in vain to buy the 
Ottoman Telegraphic News Agency, 
with headquarters in Bagdad, to 
spread German propaganda. The 
publication of a German edition of 
Current Literature, a magazine of 
which George Sylvester Viereck, in 
the United States, and his father, 
Louis Viereck, in Berlin, were pro- 
moters, was mentioned by the wit- 
ness, together with the Germanic 
museum at Harvard and the move- 
ments to exchange professors with 
American universities, as German 
propaganda moves. 

One example of enemy propagan- 
da, said Mr. Becker, consisted of the 

Systematic effort late in 1917 to 
spread throughout the world the 
idea that Germany was on the verge 
of internal revolt, and that the 
kaiser would soon be overthrown. 
The fact that these reports were 
disseminated, encouraged by the 
chief German government censor, 
‘was convincing evidence that the ef- 
forts were propaganda intended to 
“paralyze the prosecution of the 
war,” in Mr. Becker's opinion. He 
Said these reports had been sent out 
from Germany by George T. Odell,

PRESIDENT AND WIFE 
LEAD THE CHEERING 


Hailed as Victor of the 
Marne, Joffre Declares, 
“It Was Not I, But the 
Poilu.”’- 


Paris, December 19.—Marshal Jof- 
fre is now formally numbered 


among France’s forty immortals. 
The victor of the Marne was made 


a member of the French academ\ 
this afternoon. ; 

Promptly upon the stroke of 1 
o’clock Marsnaal Joffre arrived at 
the institute, crossing the Seine over 
the Pont des Arts, accompanied by 
his sponsor, Gabriel Hanotaux, and 
his aide’ de camp, Commandant Jou- 
art. 

With the knowledge that Presi- 
dent Wilson was to attend tke func- 
tion, acting as an added attraction 
great crowds had gathered all along 
the route followed bv the marshal— 
crowds whose cheers were divided 
between the great soldier, the chief 
figure of the event; the American 
president and President Poincare of 
France. The French president at- 
tended merely as a private citizen 
and fellow academician. 

Wears His Uniform. 

Marshal Joffre wore the undress 
uniform of a marshal of France, 
having demurred at wearing the 
elaborate costume of an academi- 
cian, 

“It is as a marshal of France that 
I enter the academy,” said the noted 
soldier; “and it is dressed as such 
that I shall present myself there.” 

The marshal delivered his inau- 
gural speech in a deep, resonant 
voice. 

After reviewing the part played 
in the war by France, Belgium and 
the other allies, he said: 

“However, so much heroism and 
resolution would not-have sufficed 
had not the allied peoples taken 
part in the battle. It was in. the 
conviction that they were fighting 
for right that the allied nations 
found the strength to sacrifice and 
the certainty of ultimate victory. 
The power of these noble sentiments 
has been evoked, in terms which 
are ever present in our memory, by 
the great President Wilson, while 
they inspired him to most generous 
action.

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Both Severely Ill 
And Confined to Bed 


Ex-Emperor Charles Has 
“Flu,” While Ex-Kaiser 
Is Suffering From Re- 
newal of Old Trouble. 


Amerongen, Holland, December 18, 
Wednesday.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—Former Emperor William 
has been confined to his bed since 
Sunday with a severe chill. His 
indisposition has brought about a 
renewal of his old trouble, necessi- 
tating the calling in of a specialist, 
a professor from Utrecht, to assist 
the local doctor. 

The constant worry of the last 
five weeks and his virtual impris- 
onment in Count Bentinck’s castle 
here have changed William Hohen- 
zollern’s appearance considerably. 
Instead of the ruddy complexion he 
wore, his face has become ashen, 
his hair and mustache gray and his 
features deeply lined. Since he has 
lain abed with his illness his face 
has remained unshaven and the 72 
hours’ growth of beard seems to 
have added ten years to his age. 

The ex-emperor’s favorite adju- 
tant, Captain Sigurd von Ilsemann, 
also is ill, and the former empress 
has become her husband’s almost 
sole attendant. 

No strangers are permitted to en- 
ter the castle grounds under any 
pretext, while all arrivals in the 
village are being closely watched. 

Copenhagen, Wednesday, Decem- 
ber 18.—Former Emperor Charles 
of Austria-Hungary and four of his 
children are suffering from influ- 
enza, according to a telegram from 
Vienna. The former emperor has 
a very high fever. 

Latest reports have been that the 
former Austrian imperial family 
was at Castle Eckarteau, near 
Vienna. 


Reading of Bible 


In Public Schools 
Ordered by Board 


Teachers Are Required to 


Make Daily Reports of 


the Lesson Read, the 
Book and the Chapter. 


A resolution presented to the 
board of education Thursday after- 
noon by A. C. Burton calling for 
the reading of the Bible daily in 
the various grades of the public 
schools was adopted. 

The paper states that this is done 
because the Bible “contains the rec- 
ognized tenets and teachings of the 
followers of Christ and contains the 
faith of the Hebrews as well. This 
can be done without entering into 
a denominational discussion, if 
proper discretion is exercised.” 

It will be the duty of each teach- 
er, the resolution recites, to read 
to her class at the opening of school 
every morning a lesson from the 
Bible, to consist of ten or more 
verses. 

Must Make Daily Reports. 

To see that the resolution is car- 
ried out the principal shall cause 
each teacher to make a daily report 
of the lesson read, the book and 
chapter, etc., and this will be turn- 
ed over to the superintendent. Each 
principal and teacher will be re- 
quired to Keep a Bible on her desk 

It is provided that any organiza- 
tion or persons who so desire may 
donate the Bibles which will be 
used. 

A petition to increase the salaries 
of the negro teachers was referred 
to the new school board. 

A report from Dr. Kennedy, city 
physician, urging that the floors 
and walls of the school buildings 
be oiled during the holidays was 
adopted. This is a measure of pre- 
caution to be used as a preventive 
against contagious diseages, espe- 
cially influenza. 

Teachers’ Pay. 

A communication from H. R. 

Hunter, principal of the _ night 


schools, relative to the night schoo! 
teachers’ loss of salaries during 
the enforced vacation on account of 
the “flu.” was referred to the 1919 
commission. These teachers, it ap- 
pears, are paid so much per night, 
on a basis of the nights taught, and 
consequently lost their entire pay 
during the school recess,

There is undisguised confusion in 
American centers here as the re- 
sult of the change in President Wil- 
son's plans regarding his coming to 
London and the most directly in- 
terested are anxiously awaiting an 
official notice of the president’s early | 
coming which was not to be had up 
to noon today. 

With nothing more definite than 
the British official announcement of 
last night to work upon, the naval 
representatives are making endeav- 
ors to reach American naval head 
quarters in Paris to learn what they 
can concerning the president’s trip. 

In the absence of such notifica- 
tion it is recalled that the president 
is reported to have ceased to con- 
sider himself an official guest of 
France when the official reception 
ceremonies ended. 

It was suggested in American 
centers today that the president 
might come to England in a French 
or British vessel, although there is 
nothing available at the British ad- 
miralty to show that such plans are 
contemplated at present. 

All of the American. battleships 
that were in European waters have 
sailed for home, but there are plen- 
ty of American destroyers for ths 
escort of any vessel bearing the 
president.

New and Larger Greece 


Should Rise as Result

GAS COMPLAINTS 


G0 TO RAL BOARD 


Council Investigating 
Committee, After Open 
Session Thursday, De- 
cides It Is Without Ju- 
risdiction. 


After a-session of an hour and a 
half, during which time there were 
discussions of practically every 
Phase of the gas situation, and a 
rather full speech by Preston S. 
Arkwright, representing the Atlanta 
Gas company, the electric light and 
telephone committee, in whose hands 
had been placed the gas investiga- 
tion approved by council, decided 
on Thursday that it ha dno jurisdic- 
tion in the matter of the city’s gas 
consumptién and left all questions 
with the state railroad commission 
for settlement. 

It developed in the early part of 
the meeting that there is now in At- 
lanta a government expert who has 
been summoned by the railroad com- 
mission to make an impartial inves- 
tigation of the gas conditions in the 
city, and with whom the city’s engi- 
neer, Cecil Poole, is in close touch. 
The sentiment of the committee aft- 
er learning this and bearing the en- 
tire matter presented seemed to be 
that the wisest course would be to 
turn all complaints over to Mr. 


Poole, and leave any improvements 
which might be made in the gas 
service to the recommendation of 
the technical engineer sent by the 
government. 

No Citizens Prescnt. 

Although publicity had been given 
to the fact that the hearing would 
be conducted Thursday afternoon, not 
one of the citizens with a griev- 
ance against the gas company ap- 
peared to present their complaints. 
Two letters making accusations of 
excessive charges by the corpora- 
tion, received by Councilman W. H. 
Johnson, author of the resolution 
bringing about the investigation, 
and by F. E. Maffett, chairman of 
the committee, were the only pieces 
of tangible evidence of dissatisfac- 
tion, though Mr. Johnson reported 
that no less than 100 people has 
brought complaints of poorer qual- 
ity and higher price in gas to his 
attention. 

It appeared that when sifted down 
the complaints which culminated in 
the hearing were practically entire- 
ly from users of the slot meters, the 
gear of which has been recently 
changed to arrange for the increase 
in the price of gas. Mr. Arkwright 
explained that the company operates 
12,000 of these meters and in the 
face of the difficulties of securing 
labor, a long time was required to 
make the necessary changes in the 
Conse- 


quently there were some people 


whose meters were not emptied for 
} 


a period of two months or more, 
which made their 
much larger if they did not take 


'into consideration the fact that the 


quarters covered a much longer pe- 
riod. 

Answering the suggestion of Mr. 
Johnson that perhaps there were 
many faulty meters in the city ac- 
counting for the advances in the 
cost of gas service, Cecil Poole, city 
engineer, stated that if meters 


were out of order almost invariably | 
rather than | 


they would run slow 
fast. 
Johnson Spenks. 

Mr. Johnson was the first to 
speak: before the committee on the 
subject of gas. He said that his 
activity was that of a disinterested 
person since he was a non-consumer 
of gas, but that he was acting upon 
the request of a large aumber of 
people who had told him that their 
gas bill had doubled in the last 60 
or 90 days. He said that Mayor 
Candler had a wrong conception of 
his attitude, as he did not intend 
any inference that the people are 
being swindled. 

He read a letter from James F. 
Saunders, of 94 Greenwood avenue, 
who wrote that the cost of his gas 
had doubled since the railroad com- 
mission granted an increase, al- 
though he was using no more and 
perhaps even less gas. 

Mr. Arkwright denied that this 
could be true and offered to co- 
operate in any tests that the city 
engineer or the government engi- 
neer might make to establish this 
fact. 
the gas company was the same now 


that it has been all along. Any cus- 
tomer who complains that his meter 
is incorrect may have it tested with- 
out expense if he will witness the 
test, or the company will bear the 
expense of having it brought into 
Mr. Poole’s office for a test. 

Mr. Poole was called on for a

for the same months last year,” Mr. 
Arkwright said, “which proves that 
everybody’s gas bill has increased 
to such an extent is incorrect. - We 
stand ready to do anything we can 
do to entirely satisfy you men who 
represent the people of Atlanta. We 
have said to the railroad commis- 
sion that if there is anything wrong 
with the gas service we will remedy 
it as soon as it is pointed out to us. 

“IT have told the railroad commis- 
sion that if they would send and get 
any expert they might choose, they 
could assess for the cost of his serv- 
ices, if they so desired in order that 
we may come to a settlement. We 
and to merit the confidence of the 
‘people.

By a vote of 34 to 22 the senate 
approved the committee amendment 
proposing repeal next July 1 of the 
present zone system of second-class 
postage rates and substitution of a 
rate of one cent per pound with- 
in 150 miles and 1% cents beyond. 
Most of the day was spent in spirited 
discussion of this amendment and 
one by Senator McKellar, of Ten- 
nessee, for a modified zone plan, 
which was rejected without a roll 
call. 

Rates on Insurance. 

The senate also approved the com- 
mittee plan for new rates on cas-~- 
ualty. fire, marine and other insur- 
ance companies, except life insur- 
ance, The new rates, based on 
premium receipts, are, respectively, 
fire insurance companies, 1% per 
cent: casualty, plate glass and sim- 
ilar companies, 1% per cent, and ma- 
rine 2% per cent on inland and 1%

LaFollette Measure, 


The substitute bill which Senator 
La Follette will advance tomorrow 
proposes mainly large increases in 
the war excess profits rates and in- 
dividual income surtaxes. In lieu 
of the bill’s levy of 30 per cent .on 
the excess of corporations’ net in- 
come over credits and under 20 per 
cent of invested capital, Senator La 
Follette’s bill proposes 35 per cent 
on profits under 15 per cent of in- 
vested capital. Instead of the bill’s 
tax of 60 per cent on profits in ex- 
cess of 20 per cent, the Wisconsin 
member propose a tax of 60 per 
cent on profits between 15 and 20 
per cent and 70 per cent on those 
over 20 per cent. 

The La Follette substitute also 
Proposes to retain the 12 per cent 
tax on corporation incomes, but 
would cut the individual normal 
rate from 12 to 2 per cent and se- 
cure the bulk of individual income 
revenue from surtaxes. In lieu of 
the bill’s surtaxes ranging from 1 
per cent on incomes between $5,000 
and $6.000 to 65 per cent on those 
over $100,000, Senator La Follette’s 
sustitute proposes graduated sur- 
taxes ranging from 5 per cent on in- 
comes between $6,000 and $7,000 to 
Aad cent on incomes over $100,- 


From individual incomes, Senator 
La Follette estimates that his bill 
would raise $1,784,000,000, compared 
with $1,432,000,000 estimated under 
the pending measure. 

In disposing of the miscellaneous 
provisions today the senate adopted 
committee amendments to give mu- 
tual insurance companies the same 
tax privileges as life insurance com- 
panies bacing their taxes on net in- 
come instead of on policies issued.

All those men or women of 
the community who can nurse in 
emergency cases in the flu epi- 
demic, or who can render aid in 
households afflicted with the 
flu, are asked to communicate 
with Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin, Red 
Cross headquarters, 1ith floor 
Candler building. Those house- 
keepers who can prepare broth 
or soup if called upon to do so 
in communities where they are, 
are asked to report the same to 
the chairman of the Red Cross 
ward committee in which they, 
are, or to Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin. 

Chairmen of the Red Cross 
ai committees are urged to 
méet at 10 o’clock this morning 
n the auditorium of the 
chamber of commerce, and to 
bring report of their ward sur- 
vey with them. 


Judge Tindall, president of the 
Central Council of Social Agencies, 
calls a meeting of the council for 
this morning at 10 o'clock in the 
Auditorium of the chamber,of com- 
merce. At the same place and hour 
Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin, chairman of 
the Red Cross flu committee, calls 


& meeting of the ward chairmen’ 


of her committee, and all people 
qualified to aid in the flu emergen- 
cy work. 

The purpose of the joint meeting 
is to co-ordinate the work being 
done in the flu emergency and to 
give more efficient help by co-op- 
eration with the department of pub- 
lic health. 

Mrs. Lumpkin, who presided at the 
meeting yesterday morning, stated 
that her committees in their ward 
surveys had discovered that there 
Were mary homes where nursing, 
TNnurses’ aides and household helpers 
“are needed; and that in other homes, 
the same was needed, together with 
food supplies and general relief. 

She explained that many agencies 
were at work to alleviate conditions, 
and that she believed that there 
should be an immediate understand- 
ing between all of these, the Red 
Cross relief committee and the de- 


partment of public health. 


Miss Rhoda Kaufman represented 
the Central Council of Social Agen- 
cies at the meeting; Miss Cleveland 
Zahner, the Associated Charities. 

Dr. Kennedy Speaks. 

Dr Kennedy, speaking for the 
board of health, described the ac- 
tivities of the twelve district nurses 


~working under him, and the valiant 


effort they were making. He saw 


_where they could be helped by vol- 


unteer or paid helpers who could; 
be established in families afflicted 
with the flu, working under the di- 
rection of the district or community 
nurse, 

He expressed the urgent need 
there was for the survey the Red 
Cross committees in each ward were 
aking, and the importance of re- 
ports on their survey being made as 
soon as possible. 

It was recommended that war 
chairmenmanake their reports direct 
to Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin, general 
chairman of the Red Cross commit- 
tee, and that she in turn give them 
to the department of public health. 
It was further recommended that 
the ward chairman get in touch with 
the district nurse in their wards, 
thus keeping in touch with her and 
aiding her in every possible way. 

Dr. Kennedy explained that the

Neighborhood Service Asked. 


In the review of several cases| 
brought before the meeting, Mrs. 
Lumkin pointed out the necessity for: 


neighborhood service, in women aid- 
ing the families near them, who, 
though they were not impoverished, 
were at present in dire need of at- 
tention. 

“Not only are nurses needed, and 


people who can aid in a sick room, | 


but household help is needed,” said 
Mrs. Lumpkin. 

“There are many well-to-do fami- 
lies afflicted with the flu, who have 
ample fuel, amplefood supplies, fa- 
cilities to prepare it, but absolutely 
no one in the house to doit. Entire 
families have been found ill, with no 
one able to prepare food, servants 
as well as employers, down with the 
disease. 

“It must be understood that 
though volunteer helpers are being 
called and are needed, there are 
many people able and willing to pay 
for nursing and any other kind of 
service if they can only get it. There 
is money to pay nurses’ aids, and 
hotisehold helpers, if such people 
will come forward and make them- 
selves known. But there is still 
another department of work to be 
drawn in and that is neighborhood 
service. Let the woman who hears 
her n@xt-door neighbor is ill, concern 
herself about it. Let her see wheth- 
er she can help in the matter of 
making a hot soup or broth, when, 
maybe, it is the most needed kind 
of service. Let neighbors look 
after one another in the sense of 
finding out where help is meeded, 
and reporting it to those who are 
in a position to help.” 


Colored Help Agency. 


The United States government has 
opened an employment office for col- 
ored people at 153 Auburn avenue, 
which will be in charge of Rufus T. 
Bennett, a capable employment man, 
who has been connected with the 
employment service as traveling ex- 
aminer in Georgia for the past sev- 
eral months, and who was former- 
ly employed by Governor Dorsey in 
the state capitol. Colored people de- 
siring employment and employers 
desiring colored male or female help 
should call on this office, which will 
endeavor to render courteous,and ef- 
ficient help. This office is under 
the direct supervision of Director of 
Employment H. M. Stanley.

During the civil war Dr. Martin 
served as a major under Colonel 
Allan C. Candler.

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SPANISH INFLUENZA 
MORE DEADLY 
THAN WAR 


Said That Epidemic Cost More 
Lives Than American Loss in 
Battie — Danger Not Over. 
Great Care Necessary to 
Prevent Further 
Outbreak. 


The appalling ravages of Spanish 
Influenza in this country are per- 
haps best realized by the statement 
recently made that more deaths have 
resulted in little more than a month 
from this disease than through our 
whole eighteen months participation 
in the battles of the European War. 

Our greatest danger now, declare 
authorities, is the great American 
tendency to forget easily and to be- 
lieve the peril is over. Competent 
authorities claim the coming of cold 


weather is very apt to bring a re- | 
turn of this disease and there should ' 


oe no let-up throughout the winter 
months of the following easily ob- 
served precautions, remembering 
that Influenza is far easier to pre- 
vent than to cure. 

Influenza is a crowd disease. 
Avoid crowds as much as possible. 
{nfluenza germs spread when igno- 
rant or careless persons sneeze or 
cough or sneeze without using a 
handkerchief. Cover up each cough 
or sneeze, Do not spit on the floor, 
sidewalk, in street cars or public 
places. Avoid the use of common 
drinking cups and roller towels in 
— places. Breathe some relia- 

le gérmicidal and antiseptic air to 
destroy the germs that do find 
lodgement in your nose and throat.

BY SECURITY LEAGUE

vestigation of the activities of the 


National Security league of New 
York, in opposing re-election of 
members of congress during the 
last campaign, began today before 
a special house committee, headed 
by Representative Johnson, of Ken- 
tucky. The entire day was taken 
up with the examination of Colonel 
Charles E. Leydecker, president of 


the league, but many other officials 
of the organiaztion will be heard 


later. 
Colonel Leydecker told the com- 
mittee that the avowed purpose of 


the league last fall was to return 
to congress men with broad vision 
and foresight, and “who would be 
td per cent American in their be- 
iefs.”’ 

“Not to mention any names,” Col- 
onel Leydecker said, “I can safely 


say that I would have been sorely} 


disappointed to have seen certain 
congressmen returned to office. Our 
efforts were used against those 
men, some of whom seemed decid- 
edly pro-German, and many were 
defeated, in some instances by fu- 
sion. The action of congress as a 
whole during the great crisis just 
passed was magnificent, but unfor- 
tunately there were certain mem- 
bers whose loyalty could be ques- 
tioned. It was those men the league 
opposed.” 


Pamphlets Gave “Acid Test.” 


Pamphlets giving eight “acid 
tests” by which the loyalty of con- 
gressmen should be judged were 
circulated throughout the country, 
Colonel Leydecker said. These tests, 
he said, were the votes of members 
on preparedness measures’ which 
had been before congress/ and which 
the league believed were for the 
welfare of the country. Names of 
congressmen who voted against the 
measures were included in the 
pamphlet. 

“At no time during the campaign 
was the league influenced by any 
partisan or political considerations,” 
Colonel Leydecker said. “It was 
actuated solely by a desire to see 
the country end the war as speédily 
as possible. We may have made 
mistakes, but if we did they were 
made unintentionally. We cam- 
paigned for nobody, and were en- 
tirely above board.” 

The acid tests were criticised by 
several members of the committee 
as being unjust. Many prepared- 
ness measures were not included 
which were just as important as the 
eight given, members stated, and in 
addition, the league did not explain 
that many congressmen had mo- 
tives for voting as they did which 
would have cleared them of any 
suspicion of disloyalty, if made 
known. 


League’s Expenses. 


Colonel Leydecker stated that the 
expenses of the league from Sep- 
tember 1, 1917, to August 31, 1918, 
amounted to $226,018, and the re- 
ceipts totaled $284,358 in the same 
period. During the congressional 
compaign, he stated, the league 
spent $5,995.68 for postage, sala- 
ries, printing, furniture and other 
expenses. The receipts for. this 
campaign amounted to $8,752.85. 

Records of the, league were 
brought to the hearing for exami- 
nation by the committee. Other of- 
ficials of the organization are here 
to be heard. They are Dr. Robert 
M. McElroy, educational’ director; 
Henry L. West, executive secretary; 
Charles D. Orth; chairman of the 
congressional committee; Lloyd 
Taylor, chairman of the universal 
training committee; S. Stanwood 
Menken, former president; Freder- 
ick R. Coudert, member executive 
committee; E. L. Harvey, publicity 
director, and P. D. Calhoun, cashier.

DESCRIBES HEROSM 
OF AMERICAN WOMEN 


New York, December 19.—How 
American women in France helped 
to lighten the cares of American 
soldiers, feeding them with sweets, 
cooking for them, dancing with 
them, meanwhile washing dishes 


and scrubbing floors, was told to- 
day by Mrs. Vincent Astor. After 
eighteen months’ service in canteen 
and welfare work, while her hus- 
band was serving with overseas 
naval forces, Mrs. Astor has just re- 
turned from Bordeaux, where she 
was in charge of a division of Y. M. 
Cc. A. women. One of her fellow 
workers was MPs. Henry Russell, 
formerly Ethel Borden Harriman, 
who was married in France. 
“American women have filled such 
an enormous place in the war that 
it would be difficult to imagine now 
what would have been done without 
their help,” she said. “The thou- 
sands of women who gottothe other 
side gave themselves up completely 
to working for the soldiers, both 
the sick and well, and they never 
spared themselves in any way. They 
worked all the day and often danced 
long hours in the evening, some- 
times with a hundred partners. 


“In the cantonment at Bordeaux, | 


where I was stationed, there were 
eight American women, and we 
never asked the French maids to do 
anything that we wouldn't do our- 
selves: and n~«' only did we do all 
this manual work at first, but later, 
when it was. necessary, we would 
take a hand at a broom or at frying 
eggs or washing dishes. One time 
Mrs. Russell and I unloaded and 
stored a truck load of sugar into 
the basement. 
Soldiers Grateful. 

“The soldiers over there showed 
the most complete gratitude and 
courtesy to every American woman 
that it made it intensely 
to be doing things for them. Every 
few nights we had a dance. We 
would send out a call for American 
women, and all those who volun- 
teered were brought in by army 
machines. There were usually 
about twenty, and they would have 
to divide their time between sey- 
eral hundred men. Once we had 
eight women and 2,000 soldiers.

Interest in the accused man's past | 
life was stimulated late yesterday, 
when it was established, by state- 
ments from him and his present 
wife, according to Sheriff Stauffer, 
that in 1903 he was married at Ben- 
ton Harbor to Miss Iva Goode- 
nough, a 15-year-old school girl. 
After a divorce two years later, the 
girl, using the name of Marian 
Gray, con 1cted a matrimonial 
agency at Chicago. Court records 
there show at she was convicted 
in 1908 of using the mails to de- 
fraud, being sent to a federal prison 
and later pardoned. 

Letters which Piper wrote to his 
present wife during the automobile 
trip which he admits making with 
Miss Weichman, are being sought by 
the police today. These letters, Mrs. 
Piper tola the authorities, disap- 
peared from her trunk after she 
found her little son playing with 
them. 

Beyond reiterating his statement 
that he knows nothing of Miss 
Weichman’s death, and that his

TREASIIRY PLANS {TOKEEPU. S. INFORMED 


SHOWN BY GLASS 


Another Liberty Loan 
Will Be Offered and the 


Sale of War Savings Cer- 
tificates Will Be Con- 


tinued. 


Washington, December 19.—Con- 
fidence that the American people 
will in nowise relax their efforts 
toward meeting the government's 
immediate financial requirements 
was expressed by Secretary Glass 
in a statement tonight partially 
outlining the policy of the treasury 
under his administration. 

Plans for meeting government 
expenditures as have been outlined 
by former Secretary McAdoo, in- 
cluding the offering of another lib- 
erty loan, the continuing of the 
sale of war savings certificates and 
the retaining of organization for 
the sale of such certificates will be 
carried out, he said, 

“I am sure that the treasury de- 
partment can with confidence offer 
another liberty loan,” said the state- 
ment which was addressed to the 
American people, “and continue the 
sale of war savings’ certificates, 
knowing that the organizations 
will respond once more to the call 
for service and will at once prepare 
the ground and sow the seed so that 
the harvest may he abundantly 
ful.” 

Government expenditures, includ- 
ing transactions in the principal of 
the public debt, during the current 
fiscal year up to and including 
December 16, when Mr. Glass as- 
sumed office, have exceeded 
$9,600,000,000, the secretary said in 
reviewing the financial status of 
the government. Expenditures for 
November were nearly two Dillion 
dollars and for December up to and 
including the sixteenth, exceeded 
one billion dollars. : 

The proceeds of the Fourth lib- 
erty loan so far received have all 
been spent, Mr. Glass said, and the 
remaining installments will be 
needed to meet maturing treasury 
certificates of indebtedness. More 
than half of the estimated expendi- 
tures of the government for the 
current fiscal year, recently placed 
at eighteen billion dollars by Mr. 
McAdoo, have been spent in the first 
five and a half months. Bills for 


production of war materials which 
had reached the peak at the 
time the armistice was signed, must 
be paid and the great expense of 
demobilizing the army met. 

In view of these facts, Secretary 
Glass said another Liberty loan 
must be issued before the end of 
the fiscal year next June, 
the sale of war savings stamps and 
certificates must be pushed most 
energetically and the habits’ of 
thrift formed during the war must 
be continued. 


CLEMENCEAU FAVORS 
LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Paris, December 19.—Baron d’Es- 
tournelles de Constant today gave 
the Associated Press the French 
plan for bringing about a society of 
nations which the baron and Senator 
Leon .Bourgeois, formerly French 
premier, presented to Premier Clem- 
enceau several days ago. The French 
premier gave assurances that the 
principle of a society of nations 
would be inscribed at the head of 
the French program before the peace 
congress.

ON PEACE CONFERENCE 


Paris, December 19.—President 
Wilson personally has taken a h ; 
in seeing that the United States 
informed of what is going on in tae 
peace conferences. He _ took é 
first step last night at his confet= 
ence with the other American delé= 
gates. It was decided and later al. 
nounced that the delegates wou 
see American newspaper corres 
spondents each morning for a frank 
discussion of developments and the 
proceedings of the conferences. 

The American peace commissions 
ers conferred with American news 
paper correspondents for the fitst 
time today. All other correspond. 
ents were excluded. It was stipuU- 
lated that none of the announcé- 
ments to be made was for purposé 
of publication, being only for the 
guidance of the correspondents, 

The date of the first meeting of 
the inter-allied conference has not 
been determined, nor has the dat 
of the first assembling of the peace 
congress. It has not been deters 
mined whether the actual] sessions 
will be open. President Wilson's 
inclination is said to be that the 
sessions be open as far as is potsi- 
ble. but it {s expected that it will 
develop that much of the work will 
be done confidentially and then per 
fected openly. 

It seems probable that Germa 
representatives will not figure if 
the preliminaries and until these are 
disposed of it cannot be decide 
whether the neutrals will be inviteé 
to discuss the subject of a leagu 
of nations. The consensus of opine- 
ion of the best informed observer 
here seems to be that they ultimate# 
ly will be invited. 

It seems evident that Americ 
may expect that the announcement 
on the progress of the conference 
will be of a very limited nature 
until after the new year, the intere- 
vening time being takenaip by exe 
changes which are necessarily coms 
fidential.

ASKS LARGER:SURPLUS 
FOR FEDERAL BANKS 


Washington, December 19.—Ap- 
pearing before the house banking 
committee today in support of Chair- 
man Phelan’s bill to amend the fed- 
eral reserve act, Governor Harding, 
of the federal reserve board, urged 
immediate legislation authorizing 
increase of federal banks’ surplus to 
190 per cent of their paid-in capital 
stock. 

Although profit is not and should 
not be the primary object of the 
federal banks’ operation, Governor 
Harding said the banks’ activities 
have been so remunerative that sev- 
eral banks, if the proposed legisla- 
tion is authorized, would have 100 
per cent surplus January 1, and 
that all would have that surplus by 
next July 1. 

Governor Harding explained that 
additional security for the $2,500,- 
000,000 of outstanding federal re- 
serve notes as well as an increase 
in the federal system to compete 
with foreign financial concerns in 
future financing would be made pos- 
sible by the legislation. 

“The board views with some con- 
cern the large amount of outstand- 
ing federal reserve notes,” the wit- 
ness said, “but the banks have been 
obliged to support the movement in 
its financing, and we now hope we 
can reduce the outstanding notes.” 

Federal reserve banks’ earnings, 
Governor Harding said, cannot be 
deemed as any considerable asset to- 
ward paying off the national debt, 
now about $20,090,000,000. Such earn- 
ings, he declared, would be a “mere 
bagatelle.” 

In urging legislation for the sur- 
plus increase, Governor Harding 
said the federal banks’ capital and 
surplus now aggregate about $100,- 


000,000, while that of the Bank of 
England alone is $97,000,000.

MORE MEN ON STRIKE 
AT LOCAL GAS PLANT 


The differences between a num- 
ber of employees of the gas com- 
pany appeared to be very much more 
complicated on Thursday, and still 
farther from a final settlement, 


when about twenty carpenters, ma- 
chinists and stationary engineers 
walked out on a strike at the plant 
of the Atlanta Gas Light company. 
They struck in protest over the dis- 
charge of one of their number on 
Wednesday afternoon. The work- 
men claim that he was discharged 
for his union affiliations. : 

Indications were Thursday night, 
that the city’s gas would probably 
be seriously handicapped, if some- 
thing is not done within the next 
few hours. However, G. W. Brine, 
president of the gas company, stated 
that he had not been officially in- 
formed that the men had struck, but 
if thev had the company would be 
able to operate the plant as usual 
with a much smaller force of men. 
He indicated that there were enough 
non-union employees to keep the 
containers full of gas. 

Winburn Issues Statement, 


The discharge of T. H. Town- 
send, the workmen claim, was the 
reason they struck. The following 
statement was issued in regard to 
the situation Thursday by 58. P. 
Winburn, secretary of the local 
union. No. 541: 

‘“‘Tecause of a sincere desire to see the 
people of Atlanta put to as little incon- 
venience and hardship as possible, owing to 
the strike in the gas shop, and wishing to 
demonstrate this by making an effort to 
reach a settlement, I called Mr. G. W. 
[trine over ‘the phone yesterday and a meet- 
ing was arranged for 3:30 p. m. 

‘‘Without the knowledge or consent of Mr. 
Brine, I took the liberty of inviting repre- 
sentatives of the three daily papers to be 
present at this meeting. This was done bhe- 
cause we know we are right and our de- 
mands just and within reason, and we have 
nothing to fear from the fullest publicity. 
We feel confident that the people are thor- 
oughly in sympathy with us, and that this 
will be clearly demonstrated before the 
fight is over. 

‘‘We wanted to let the public know that 
we were ready to do anything we possibly 
could, within reason, and yet protect our- 
selves, to end this trouble as soon as pos- 
sible. The company claims that they do not 
object to unions, yet I notice that they have 
always studiously avoided recognizing the 
representatives of Local 541, as such, and 
have been very careful to emphasize the 
fact in all communications that this com- 
mittee was representing certain gas fitters 
and helpers of the Atlanta Gas Light com- 
pany. 

“I think perhaps by this time that they 
possibly realize that this committee repre- 
sented all the fitters and helpers. This leads 
us to believe that it is the recognition of 
the union that is ‘choking’ the company, and 
not our insisting on a signed agreement in- 
stead of a verbal promise.

Mr. Brown has mailed to all mem- 
bers of the board, which is com- 
posed of commissioners of agricul- 
ture, presidents of farmers’ unions 
and directors of bureaus of markets 
of the cotton-growing states, let- 
ters advising them of this meeting.

KING CANCELS 
HIS ENGAGEMENT. 

London, December 19.—King 
George, it was announced today, has 
cancelled the arrangement which 
provided that he should go to Sand- 
ringham palace for Christmas, and 
he will remain in London to wel- 
come President Wilson. 

News that President Wilson con- 
siders coming to London next week 
was received by the British govern- 
ment through an official channel. It 
caused considerable surprise, and 
necessitated a hurried reconsidera- 
tion of plans by Premier Lloyd- 
George, who had intended to meet 
the president for a brief conference 
in Paris and then proceed to Monte 
Carlo for a few days’ rest. 

The president will be welcomed, 
whenever he arrives, but the date 
now proposed—December 26—has 
handicaps, as far as the public and 
officials are concerned. December 
°6 is a holiday, and is known as 
“Boxing day,” an oceasion peculiar 
to England. All who have country 
homes and live in London, from the 
king downward, spend that day in 
the country. Busines in London 
customarily is at a standstill. 

No arrangements for the visit of 
the president had been made up to 
today because the government wish- 
ed to consult with John W. Davis, 
the new American ambassador. The 
American embassy had no informa- 
tion of the reported change in the 
president's plans. 

Premier Lloyd-George has post- 
poned his visit to France, and the 
preliminary conversations between 
the president and the premier, which 
would have been held in the French 
capital, will be held in London. 

The, change in the president's ar- 
rangement is held to explain the 
hastening of the formal reception of 
Ambassador Davis by King George 
today. This was done so that the 
ambassador could be properly ac- 
credited in readiness for the for- 
malities in connection with the 
president’s visit. 

Premier Lloyd-George had hur- 
ried conferences with o»pir_ Eric 
Geddes, first lord of the admiralty, 
and other ministers. 

MAY RETURN HOME 
SOONER THAN EXPECTED. 


December 19.—President 
Christmas plans 
contemplate his departure from 
Paris on Christmas eve for Chau- 
mont, American headquarters, on 
General Pershing’s special train, On 
Christmas morning he will go by 
automobile to a nearby rest camp 
and dine with the troops, returning 
to Paris the same night, 

Definite plans for the peace con- 
ference are not shaping as rapidly 
as some of the American commis- 
sioners expected. Meanwhile Presi- 
dent Wilson is taking advantage of 
the opportunity to assess nublie 
opinion in France, and incidentally 
in Great Britain. His advisers say 
that he is entirely satisfied that 
these peoples are largely in accord 
with the principles he has announc- 
ed as necessary to a durable peace. 

The members of the American mis- 
Sion are employing their time be- 
fore the peace delegates from the 
various countries actually assemble, 
in a series of informal conferences, 
which eventually will include a rep- 
resentative of each of the entente 
belligerents, Neutral states will 
not come into these discussions. 

The feeling among all the entente 
conferences is that the making of 
peace should be their first task, so 
that they may determine upon the 
broad outlines of a league of na- 
tions, which, later, representatives 
of neutral countries will assist in 
completing. 

While the American commission- 
ers are holding these informal ex- 
changes which are designed to clear 
up divergencies of opinion the pres- 
ident is constantly giving the clos- 
est attention to immediate problems. 
He is receiving reports from the 
United States, from American diplo- 
matic agencies throughout the 
world and from the group of inves- 
tigators brought here for the pur- 
pose of studying the many special 
problems which will arise. These 
investigators are continuing their 
studies with-the advantage now of 
being on the ground and in intimate 
contact with original sources of in- 
formation. 

The president may change the pro- 
gram of his movements while await- 
ing the opening of the conference. 
It was not supposed until today that 
he would visit England before the 
New Year, but he has received ur- 
gent invitations to come soon,

intention to dine with the American 
troops in the field, although the date 
of his visit probably will be earlier 
than had been anticipated. 

The reason given for President 
Wilson’s desire to make an early 
visit to England, it is understood, 
is that he has found it might be nec- 
essary to return to ashington 
much sooner than he _ expected. 
Whether this means a change in the 
president’s entire program, includ- 
ing his journey to Italy, is not 
known here. 

An interesting feature of the dis- 
cussion of the president’s intended 
visit, beginning next Thursday, is 
that the present British cabinet is 
technically not in a position to speak 
for the government until the result 
of the recent elections are known 
December 28. 

There is little doubt, however, that 
Premier Lloyd-George and his asso- 
ciates have been re-elected. 

Premier Clemenceau and Colonel 
House visited President Wilson this 
morning. The callers arrived at the 
presidential residence about 10 
o’clock. 

The French premier and the presi- 
dent were engaged for more than an 
hcur in an intimate discussion. 


Colonel House also conferred with 
the president during the morning. 

The president’s engagements for 
the day caused him to postpone his 
Plans for recreation, but he hoped 
to take a short drive with Mrs. Wil- 
son. 

An invitation has been extended 
the president to visit London at 
Christmas time, but it is improba- 
ble he will accept, as he has fully 
planned to dine Christmas day with 
the American troops in the field. 


WILL TELL WILSON 
WHAT THEY SUFFERED. 


Paris, December 19.—Civillans 
seized by the Germans in occupied 
French territory and sent to a hos- 
tage camp at Holzminden, Germany, 
will appoint a delegation to call 
upon President Wilson to tell him 
something of what they suffered, 
morally and physically, while de- 
tained by the Germans, it is an- 
nouncea. 

The plan was formed at the sug- 
gestion of Dr. Henry Van Dyke, of 
Princeton university, who met some 
of the people in the association at 
a reunion held recently. He was so 
struck by their accounts of the 
treatment given hostages by the 
Germans that he advised that a 
deputation be sent to wait upon Mr. 
Wilson. 

President Wilson was today hand- 
ed an address of welcome by the 
Central Union of French Agricul- 
tural associations on behalf of 2,500 
affiliated organizations. 

After pointing out the share that 
the rural classes had in winning the 
victory for the allied armies, the ad- 
dress set forth the peculiar condi- 
tions under which French agricul- 
ture is operating and calls the at- 
tention of the peace conference to 
the fact that protection is necessary 
for its normal development and for 
the resumption of agricultural ef- 
fort in the regions devastated by 
the war. 


SPANISH PREMIER 
GOES TO WILSON. 


Madrid, December 19.—Count Ro- 
manones, Spanish premier, is on his 
way to Paris to interview President 
Wilson. He is accompanied by Rob- 
ert M. Scotten, secretary of the 
American embassy, and Senors Pa- 
lacio and Espinasa, high officials of 
the foreign office, 

When it became known President 
Wilson was coming to Europe King 
Alfonso and members of the cabi- 
net approached Joseph E. Willard, 
American ambassador, to see if it 
could be arranged for Mr. Wilson 
to come to Spain. This was not so 
much for a political object as it 
was to show him the ‘spot from 
which Columbus sailed to discover 
the new world. The result of the 
negotiations was that Mr. Wilson 
could not come to Spain, but would 
be glad to discuss future relations 
hetween Spain and the United 
States with Count Romanones. News 
of the latter’s intention to go to 
Paris has created a most excellent 
impression throughout Spain, and 


it will strengthen the friendly: re- 
lations between the United States 
and Spain. 


STRAUS TO HEAD 
LEAGUE DELEGATION. 


New York, December 19.—Oscar 
S. Straus, former ambassador to 
Turkey and member of the perma- 
nent court of arbitration at The 
Hague, will head the representatives 
of the League to Enforce Peace, who 
will be in France during the peace 
conference, it is announced here. 
Hamilton Holt, editor of The Inde- 
pendent, wilt be vice chairman of 
the committee, the other members 
of which have not been named. 

Dates and places for the seven 
“league of nations congresses” to 
be held throughout the nation in 
February also were announced. They 
are New York, February 5-6: Bos- 
ton, 7-8; Chicago, 10-11; Minneapo- 
lis, 12-13; San Francisco, 19-20:

SINKING HUN StilPS 
MEETS OPPOSITION 


Believed Congress Is 
Strongly Against Plan, 


poses Proposition. 


ashington. December 19.—Press 
dispatches from Paris saying that 
the American peace delegates, with 
British support, will urge the sink- 
ing of the surrendered German war- 
ships as the solution of the problem 
of their disposition, led to initiation 
of steps today in the senate to ob- 
tain an official statement of the 
facts and to wide discussion in naval 
circles. At the state and navy de- 
partments no information was avail- 
able. Secretary Daniels repeating 
his previous statement that he had 
never heard the suggestion official- 
ly. while at the state department 
it was that so far as known there, 
no such project was included in the 
American peace program. 

The first published suggestion 
that the ships be sunk came from 
London several days ago but even 
before that. it was learned, this had 
occurred to some naval authorities 
here as one possible way of settling 
a vexing problem. 

Admiral Bensen. chief of naval 
operations and designated as naval 
adviser to the American peace dele- 
gation, has been in Europe some 
time. His views, worked -out with 
Vice Admiral Sims and officials of 
the British admiralty and _ the 
French ministry of marine will have 
great weight with the American 
delegates on naval questions arising 
at the conference, but there is noth- 
ing here to indicate what conclusion 
he may have reached on the dispo- 
Sition of the surrendered craft, 

There were many indications to- 
day that appeal to sink the ships 
would meet strong oposition in con- 
gress, The Paris dispatch prompt- 
ed Senator Lodge to introduce today 
a resolution calling on the state de- 
partment for information as to 
whether the American delegates are 
advocating destruction of the enemy 
ships and if so by what authority. 
The resolution was left on the table 
Without discussion, and Senator 
Lodge may touch upon the subject 
in an address he announced today 
he would deliver in the senate Sat- 
urday. 

While the impression is given that 
the navy department would probably 
not look with favor with sending 
the German ships to the bottom, 
some officers pointed today to prac- 
tical obstacles to absorbtion of the 
Surrendered vessels by the allied 
and American navies, They said 
that owing to the differences in de- 
Sign and equipment between the 
caplured cratt of the German fleet 
and those of any other naval pow- 
er, the military value of the ships 
to the victors is far from as great 
as might be thought. The German 
Ships were built, it was explained, 
on theories that difrer fundamental- 
ly from British, American, French, 
or Italian ideas of naval construc- 
tion. Only in the case of the most 
modern German dreadnaughts or 
battle cruisers, one officer said, 
would the extensive reconstruction 
necessary to make them part of 
homogeneous fighting fleets be jus- 
tified. 

AS a peace time element of the 
navies of the associated powers, 
some officers were inclined to think 
that the chief value of the majority 
of the surrendered captured craft 
would be as trophies of the victory, 
to be pointed to as an object lesson 
to any other power that might be- 
come swelled with ambition to world 
conquest. 

It was recalled. however, that 
some of the Spanish ships sunk by 
the American fleet at Santiago in 
1898 were raised and used by the 
American navy, and that also Japan 
made similar use of the Russian 
ships captured in 1904 after rebuild- 
ing them, 

At the outbreak of the world war, 
Great Britain commandeered a num- 
ber of warships building in England 
and Scotland for Turkey and other 
foreign countries, including some 
South American republics, and these 
were actively engaged with the 
grand fleet during the war.

FOURTEEN 
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1919 Finance Committee 
Is Urged to Make $70,000 
Appropriation for Work 
at Crematory. 


The electric light and telephone 
committee, meeting on Thursday 
afternoon, referred to the 1919 
finance committee, with the recom- 
mendation that the appropriation 
be made, a report made by City 
Electrician R. CC. Turner, recom- 
mending that $70,000 be included in 
next year’s budget to erect an elec- 
tric plant for the purpose of util- 
izing the steam which is going to 
waste at the crematory. Two hun- 
dred thousand dollars’ worth of 
steam has already been lost at the 
incinerator, Mr. Turner estates, in 
urging the necessity of the new 
plant. 

Mr. Turner's letter was as fol- 
lows: 

Electric Lights and Telephone Committee, 
City—Gentlemen: For the past several 
years I have made reports to the city coun- 
cil urging that the steam that is daily go- 
ing to waste at the crematory be utilized. 

The bond committee this year thought so 
favorably of the proposition of using the 
steam to generate electricity that they in- 
cluded the proposition in the proposed bond 
issue and 98 per cent of those who voted 
were favorable to spend $70,000 to erect an 
electric plant adjoining the crematory to 
transform the waste steam imrto electricity. 
* The whole bond issue, as you know, fail- 
ed on account of the state law requiring 75 

r cent of the registered voters to approve 

fore any bonds can be issned by a town 
or city. This law makes it impossible for a 
city the size of Atlanta to issue bonds of 
any description. 

$70,000 Appropriation. 


In view of the fact that more than eight 
thousand voters have approved the  pro- 
posal to erect the electric plant at the 
crematory, I respectfully request that you 
recommend to the 1919 finance commit Pe 
that an appropriation of $70,000 for bulldine 
and equipping an electric plant at the 
crematory be included in the next year’s 
budect.

If the Atlanta crematory will generate as 
much electric current as the five-year av- 
erage at Milwaukee, and it is guaranteed 
to generate about twice as much by the 
builders, as it is of improved design and 
better equipped for creating steam suitable 
for steam turbines used in modern electric 
generating stations. 

The 1,255,100 kilowatt hours of electric 
current generated yearly at Milwaukee has 
a@ money value as follows:

DR. MOTT ANSWERS 
URITICS OF YMCA. 


Vigorously Defends War 
Work of Organization as 
Whole, But Admits Mis- 
takes in Isolated Cases. 


New York, December 19.—Dr. 
John R. Mott, chairman of the war 
work council of the Y. M. C. A., dis- 
cussed in detail here tonight adverse 
criticisms directed against the or- 
ganization by soldiers here and in 
France. He =~ vigorously defended 
the work of the organization as a 
whole, but did not deny that in iso- 
lated cases there was just ground 
for complaint. 

Dr. Mott said that 200 men and 
women workers had been recalled 
from France because of unfitness 
and announced that there would be 
@ general “tightening up” to correct 
conditions which have resulted in 
criticisms. He stated that George 
W. Perkins, Mortimer H. Schiff and 


F. S. Brockman have gone abroad 
for the express purpose of eliminat- 
ing, so far as possible, any further 
cause for complaint, 

“It is the history of every great 
effort that mistakes are made and 
no one, no matter how exalted his 
person or how unimpeachable his 
integrity, can escape. Other impor- 
tant organizations have passed 
through a similar experience, So 
with the Y. M, A. There is no 
phase of its work that has been left 
untouched by critics. Much of the 
adverse comment is due to miscon- 
ception or to partial knowledge.”

ified to assist in the educational 
program and other activities of the 
, # Cc. A. This will result in a 


large saving of transportation, but | 


will embarrass those men who were 
ready for overseas service. 

“It is unfortunate and the sym- 
pathy of the Y. M. A. goes out 
to these men,” said Dr. Mott, “but 
they are just as much casuals of 
war as if they had been discharged 
from the enlisted army. Their 
plight is one for which the Y. M. 
Cc. A. is in no way responsible, and 
oné which it cannot remedy.” 

In answer to the charge that 
Y. M. C. A. workers persistently 
dodged danger, Dr. Mott said that 
nine workers have been killed by 
shell fire while on duty, and 29 se- 
riously gassed or wounded. Thirty- 
one others have died in service, 
chiefly as a result of exposure and 
overwork. Ten have been cited for 
bravery or decorated. 

Dr. Mott explained that the war 
work council would submit a new 
budget to the war department in 
connection with the expenditure of 
$100,000,000 which was its prorata 
share of the fund subscribed in the 
recent united war work campaign.

Making the Rabbit Pay.

Fully 200,000,000 wild rabbits. are 
killed in the United States every 
year, according to estimates made 
by the biological survey of the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture. 
Many of them are jack rabbits, the 
majority of which have not been 
utilized in the past. 

If all the rabbits killed were con- 
sumed they would furnish between 
200,000 and 300,000 tons of valuable 
food, and 
taken to 
skins, these 
value of $20,000,000. 

The biological survey has fre- 
quently been called upon to help 
western farmers in coping with the 
rabbit pest. In view of the probable 
economic value of rabbit meat and 
fur in the coming few years, the 
energies of the farmers and ranch- 
men will be directed to the conser- 
vation of this important resource.

ning and shipping rabiit meat are 
in operation in western centers. AS 
in Australia the transition of the 
wild rabbit in this country from its 
status as a pest to a source of profit 
is assured, it is believed.
